“Resolved. by Camp Hardee No. 39, 
United Confederate Veterans, of Birhing- 
ham, Ala., That we heartily indorse this 
bill and sincerely hope that congress 
act upon it and give to all Worthy ex- 
slaves, who are in real need, a ven- 
sion sufficient to keep them from suffer- 
ing and want. A most kindly feeling 
(almost that of comradeship) prompts us 
to express ourselves in this matter, real- 
izing the fact that the southern slave 
was not the cause, by any act of his own, 
of the shedding of one drop of blood itn 
the civil war. On the contrary, he fe- 
mained on the farms peacably and quiet- 
ly laboring ‘day by day without a mur- 
mur to feed and clothe the southern 
arm fighting at the front, 

“Since the war he has been ahiding 
and industrious and the smallest num- 
per has been guilty of crime. We feel 
that the ex-slave and the ex-confederate 
soldier will go down in history together. 
and, too, in a very strange relationship— 
the one fighting to keep the slave in 
slavery; the other by his labors fur- 
nishing the meat and appliances to carry 
on this warfare without one word of 
protest Or complain. from him. 

“Ror these two reusons, and for his 
uniform conduct since the war, we and 
the conservative southern people enter- 
tain for him a most cordial and true 
friendship. and sincerely hope that the 
present congress will give him a pension 
sufficient at least to keep him from real 
want and suffering. 

“Resolved, That a copy of these reso- 
lutions be published im» The New York 
Herald with a request that other north- 
ern papers copy.”

SENATOR CLAY 
WINS HIS. FIGHT 


Carries His Amendment to. 


Commerce Department Bill 


Interstate Commission Will Not Es 
in the New Department—Cor- 
telyou Will Have Charge 
of the New Depart- 
ment.

Washington, February 7.—(Special.)— 
Senator Clay was the leader in a pretty 
contest between the senate and house 
conferees upon the department of com- 
merce bill, which culminated today in a 
victory for the side led by the Georgia 
senator. 

The house, over the opposition of most 
of the democrats, adopted an amendment 
to the department of commerce bill put- 
ting the interstate commission into the 
new department as a mere bureau. This 
was supported by people who want the 
interstate commerce commission put in 
a position where it could be easily con- 
trolled by outside influences. Senator 
Clay and the other senate conferees op- 
posed this amendment, but one or more 
of the senate republicans would nave 
weakened and voted for the house pro- 
vision had not Senator Ciay taken a 
positive stand and served notice upon 
his republican colleagues that unless 
they stood with him the bill would fail 
in the senate. All of the senate demo- 
crats backed Senator Clay up. This 
morning they held a conference afid en- 
tered upon an agreement that they 
would fight the bill to the end, and pre- 
vent any agreement at this session un- 
less the bill was so amended that by no 
possibility could the interstate commerce 
commission be put under the, new de- 
partment. Bios 

When Senator Clay served notice of 
this action on the part of the house dem- 
ocrats upon the. conferees the ymember 
representing the house weakened and 
the bill was changed to meet his ideas. 
President Roosevelt has wanted the com- 
mission put into the new department, 
but he is so anxious for the department 
to be created that he will not veto the 
bill as it has been agreed upon. He will 
appoint Secretary Cortelyou to the new 
cabinet position thus created. 

The bill creating a department of com- 
merce and labor was agreed upon by 
eonferees of both houses today, and it is 
expected that in the form agreed upon 
it will become a law. All features of 


the bill have been published including 
section 6, the amendment relating to cor- 
porations. | 

The main point of difference has been 
in relation to the interstate commerce 
commission and by the terms of this bill 
this commission cannot be transferred to 


the new department. The house amend- 
ment authorizing the transfer of bureaus 
by the president provides that statistical 
bureaus may be transferred from every 
executive department execpt the depart- 
ment of agriculture and the intent in 
specifving from what departments trans- 
fers may be made is to prevent the trans- 
fer of either the interstate commerce 
commission or the bureau of statistics 
in the agricultural department.

The 
commission is. given authority in its dis- 
eretion to call for similar returns 
existing corporations doing an interstate 
The 
power to compel the answer to questions 
and a fine of not to exceed $5,000 is Im- 
posed for failure to obey the commission 
in this respect. Rebates by carriers Is 
made punishable with a fine of not less 
than $1,000 and corporations violating 
the provisions of this section are forbid- 
den the use of the instrumentalities of 
interstate commerce. 

Carriers are prohibited from knowingly 
transporting articles produced, manufac- 
tured or sold in violation of the Sherman 
act. In cases of prosecutions no person 
is to be excused from testifying on the 
ground that such testimony would tend 
to incriminate him, but for such testi- 
mony the witness is not to be prose- 
cuted. The circuit courts are given ju- 
risdiction in cases of violation, and it is 
made the duty of the district attorneys 
to institute proceedings to prevent vio- 
lations and individuals damaged by vio- 
lations are given authority to sue.

The condition of Chattahoochee river 
and the reservoir at Hemphill pumping 
station of the water works system is 
causing deep concern among the officials 
of the department. 

Yesterday the river rose steadily. At 
8 o'clock it was 17 feet above normal and 
was rising at the rate of 12 inches an 


. hour. 


If the rains do not cease,. both here 
and in the mountains, the river, will this 
afternoon be a raging torrent. 

The danger mark is 28 feet above nor- 
mal, and the river must therefore rise 
109 more feet before there will be danger 
of flooding the river pumping station. 

No such contingency is feared, al- 
though the men of the department are 
on the lookout and are prepared for any 
emergency. 

The river is already out of its banks 
and is sweeping over the fields on the 
Cobb county side. 

It is at the Hemphill pumping station 
that the greatest fear prevails. While 
the river is up it is impossible to pump 

water from it because of the fact that it 
is a very muddy stream and the sand 
and gravel that pass through the intake 
pipe either clog the engine so as to pre- 
vent pumping or wear away the intricate 
Parts. 


No Water Pumped. 

There is. therefore, no water being 
pumped at present into the reserv oir. No 
water has entered it for several days. 
The supply has been growing less and 
less each day. 

The water in the reservoir now meas- 
ures 25 feet. The usual depth of the 
reservoir is 30 feet. 

On Friday 13 inches of water was 
taken from the reservoir. Yesterday 12 
more inches was brought into the city. 

The intake pipe from the reservoir 
Strikes water that cannot be filtered at 
a depth of 18 feet. When the reservoir 
sinks to 18 feet, therefore, the city will 
have muddy water. 

Jelow 18 feet the danger constantly 
increases. Beeause of the sloping banks 
the supply of water ‘in the reservoir 
Tapidly decreases with each inch below 
@ depth of 18 feet. 

The principal danger is that the river 
Will ‘ntinue msing, thus preventing 
pumpage, until the supply in the reser- 
voir .ecomes so low as to seriously affect

The tents, which 
were board structures, were occupied dur- 
ing the meeting, Lots whkre provided for 
the horses and those of the preachers 
were fed and cared for by the tenters. 

Mr. Campbell laughingiv said that he 
was horn-blower and this led up to a. de- 
scription of ‘the day’s routine at an old- 
fashioned camp meeting. The people were 
aroused at daybreak by the horn and at 
sunrise met.in the arbor for tent prayer. 
The second service was: at 11 a. m., the 
third at 3 p. m. and the fourth at candle- 
lighting. The different . services often 
lasted so long that they merged into each 
ether and became continuous. 

A sketch of the life of Mr. Campbell 
was published in The Constitution a few 
months ago, but some additional facts 
were furnished by him. His grand-parents 
eame from Seotland and his grandmother, 
who is buried at the camp ground, never 
fost her strong Scotch accent. When he 
moved here the Indians had not been 
moved and there were very few settlers.

Campbell put on a team and reduced the 
price to $, paying $ for it in Magnolia 
and charging $1 for freighting. 

In 1836 a portion of the Creek nation 
living north of here, having sold their 
land, refused to go west of the Missis- 
sippi and broke away to join the Semi- 
noles in Florida. They passed through 
this section and were met by the whites 
at Bushy creek, where a fight took place, 
but they succeeded in reaching the Flori- 
da swamps. Mr. Campbell took part in 
this fight. 

In 1837 he became. tax ‘collector of 
Lowndes county, which comprised what 
Is now Lowndes, Brooks, Berrien, Clinch, 
Echols and a part of Colquitt counties. 
Asked if it was not a difficult undertak- 
ing, he said, “No, for there was not much 
to collect. I made three rounds, taking 
eleven days for each round, and the total 
collections were $333. I received 10 per 
cent for collection and made $1 per day 
for tiny services, but a dollar was much 
larger in those days than now.’’ 

Mr. Campbell celebrated his 
tv-second birthday today, but 
ries his vears remarkably well; 
he thinks nothing of a half mile or milé 
walk and his mental powers are entirely 
unimpaired. He was unable to recall sev- 
eral names and said that his memory for 
names was always poor. ,At one of the 
meetings the preacher asked him who he 
married, and on the spur of the moment 
he was unable to remember his wife's 
maiden name. His brother in law was 
standing near and supplied the informa- 
tion. He stated that he had omitted ihe 
name of.one of the founders, Sion Hall, 
who took an active part for the first two 
‘days, but having hitched his horse under 
the *wrong arbor and being told of it, be- 
came angry and withdrew entirely.

One observant member, who says he 
has made a careful calculation, thinks 
that in the house, before which it first 
comes, it will get sixty-four votes, and 
that fifty-six will be cast against it. It 
is quite certain that never before was 
the liquor regulation sentiment so great 
in North Carolina as at present. 

The legislature will repeal the law en- 
acted two years ago, and which was 
gotten through in a very improper way, 
forbidding corporations to cut timber and 
ship it out of the state. It is said that 
this bill was gotten through to satisfy 
what may be called a private grudge, 
or for the benefit of the friends of one 
individual. 

Representative fire insurance men have 
drafted a bill giving this state an in- 
spector of buildings, as an official of the 
insurance department. It is made his 
duty to examine the construction of al] 
buildings in incorporated places, to see 
that wooden buildings are not erected 
within the fire limit, that fire walls are 
properly built, and that the electric wir- 
ing and other lighting applances are 
what they should be, and also to look 
after. the cleanliness of buildings.

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Montgomery, Ala., February 
cial Correspondence.)—At this time there 
is common agreement among the mem- 
bers of both house and senate that the 
legislature shall adjourn after complet- 
ing a little more than half its allotted 
sixty days. For how long there is as 
vet no definite drift of 
that the recess must. be 
enable some committee or 
to carefully prepare a series of general 
laws under which the people can attend 
to all those multitudinous public matters 
which have been heretofore administered 
for them by the legislature itself. It 
seems not to have occurred to even the 
most experienced legislators now in the 
two houses that there would be any dif- 
ficulty about this matter. It was sup- 
posed that bills covering the different 
subjects would come ready made in va- 
rious and sundry pockets. For instance. 
one of the first of these subjects to be 
taken up was a general law under which 
stock law districts could be established. 
But the committee encountered a diffi- 
culty at the outset over which it seems 
not vet to have climbed, as to whether 
the initiative should be with the com- 
missioners, courts or with the people, by 
order of the court or by election. Then 
there was the subject of a general law 
under which the counties could vote on 
the special school tax. Bills were intro- 
duced, but none of them suited the school 
folk, and that field of legislation still lies 
fallow. Senator Hall .introduced a 
whole series of bills adapting the corpo- 
ration laws to the new constitution, but 
they are just reached and are subject 
to difference and dispute. The house 
has had only one such law before it. that 
providing how commissioners’ eourts can 
get bonds issued by the counties for 
building roads, bridges, houses and the 
like, and that was the subject of no end 
of controversy. So-the legislature must 
perforce admit that passing laws to fit 
a revolutionary constitution is a task 
beyond it, and it. will likely go home and 
leave the job to some smaller 
good lawyers who can sit quietly 
leisurely and work the problem out. 
At any rate, the general appropriation 
bill is already through the house and 
will have no trouble in the senate. With 
that bill signed, sealed and delivered the 
government can run. The legislature 
has been a long time getting to the great 
leading subjects which interest the gen- 
eral public, but after twenty days it is 
there at last. 
Child Labor Bill. 

The subject about which most has heen 
said because the ladies have inft®rested 
themselves in working up sentiment for 
it is the child labor bill. That is the spe- 
cial order in the house for next -Thurs- 
day. As the cotton mill men have with- 
drawn opposition and the bill is one 
agreed on, it ought to pass in just the 
time it takes to call the roll. The next 
most popular theme is the text book 
question, and that has gotten to the sen- 
ate calendar in tae shape of two bills, one 
for state and one for county tiniformity. 
There is at present bright prospects that 
the subject will be on the house calen- 
dar when the recess comes. 

The elective railroad commission bili is 
still in cemmittee stage. It comes coupled 
with the Texas commission law througnh- 
out, giving the commission power to en- 
force rates as well as make them. That 
is the whole milk in the cocoanut, and 
the roads are bitterly hostile to the bill. 
Nobody here who knows what is what in 
Alabama believes the bill stands as much 
show as une proverbial fly in his mythical!

Bank Examinations. 

Another most important matter is the 
examination of private and state banks, 
There are bills enough, but they still re- 
main with the committee. The trouble 
seems to.be not in the examination, but 
who is to do it? One bill wants the audi- 
tor to look after it, another the treas- 
urer, another an examiner to be elected 
by the legislature itself, and so on. 
There is a good place in it for somebody, 
and where there is a place at stake there 
is no hurry in saying who shall have it. 
it will be a marvel if this subject gets 
disposed of before the recess. 


The Revenue Law. 

The revenue bill, always of deep inter- 
est to the business community, is being 
rewritten entirely by the house ways and 
means committee and the senate iinance 
committee, who have been holding joint 
sessions and giving hearings to variuos 
interests adversely affected by it. The 
stamp tax on notes and mortgages pro- 
posed by the state. administration «has 
been thrown over. The members very 
promptly heard from home on the sub- 
ject. The merchants are protesting 
against the clause which says their as- 
sessments shall be at least equal to 75 
per cent of their insurance. The public 
utility corporations cannot conceive that 
the tax on their gross incomes will be 
allowed to stand. It really seems that 


yet 


the committee will have to yield all these | 


sources -of additional revenue. If 
there is no reason why the law should 
not stand as it is. The present iaw is 
bringing in abundant money to run the 
government, if only the appropriations 
are held down, and nobody will be hurt 
if no revenue law at all is passed. 

The committees have been hard enough 
at work, and it can be said that with 
afternoon-¢sessions of the house. a won- 
derful difference in the situation can be 
achieved in a week. It is one 
curiosities that so little interest has been 
manifested in the new election law. 
The house committee has been very 
qGietly at work on it, and has reported 
the bill, putting into it at least two revo- 
lutionary features—the numbered ballot 
and emblems on the tickets of the differ- 
ent parties. 


No Administration Measure. 

To what extent Governor Jelks is influ- 
encing the course of legislation is perhaps 
rather a matter of interest for the curious 
than of real moment. So far as appears 
on the surface he is not attempting to 
direct or control the fate of any measure 
yet appearing on the calendar of either 
house. Only once has his name been in- 
voked as a sanction for a bill, and that 
was in behalf of the capitol improvement 
appropriation. He has a constant stream 
of callers, senators and members, and he 
advises with them, but there is no sign 
of a bill which can be called an admin- 
istration measures and on which the 
administration hag staked anything. The

On 
the whole, it may be said that Governor 
Jelks’ way is popular with the legislators, 
While it might be true to say that the 
executive influence behind a controverted 
measure would likely be not great on 
account, of the temperament of the gov- 
ernor, which is to avoid conflict, it is 
equally and even more true to say that 
no measure could get through which he 
wished defeated. He has the situation 
quite well enough in hand to insure that, 
and there is no gainsaying that it is an 
exceedingly valuable kind of strength for 
a governor to have, especially about ap- 
propriation time. 
In the Senate. 

Of aggressive leadership in either house, 
there is very little. In the senate the 
natural leadership which inheres in the 
presiding officer is lacking. Lieutenant 
Governor Cunningham is a leader, but 
he voluntarily abdicated his real 
and confines his part in the proceedings 
to putting motions and ruling on 
of order. The real power was turned 
over to President Pro Tem. Goldsby. who 
appoints all committees and runs the 
rules committee, and his position is thus 
anomalous. General Harrison, the most 
eminent of the senators, was and is in 
some sort of policital disfavor with the 
majority of the senate, and is in no case 
to lead. Mr. Hogue, another strong 
man, is in the same fix. The situation is 
that the leadership of the senate is vested 
in a group rather than in individuals, and 
of this group it is not going far wrong 
to say that the most modest man'‘in it 
is the strongest so far as the real work 
is concerned. There is something about 
the conservative and quiet Mr. Dunn. 
of Clarke, that is very strong and very 
safe.

Copenhagen, February 7,—To help the 
fishermen that lost their all by the 
Christmas storms, Princess Marie has ar- 
ranged for an exhibition of fans at the 
royal museum.

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Coming To Understand. 

Signs are multiplying that 
country at large is arriving at a saner 
understanding of the so-called negro 
question, which, when stripped of spe- 
cious theory, is no question at all. 

Some day the ethnological signifi- 
cance of a situation in the south that 
should not be at all puzzling will be 
generally understood, free from par- 
tisan or sectional bias. 

The clannishness of race is instinct- 
ive, and from the Caucasian stand- 
point of self-evident superiority, is 
neither to be deprecated nor apolo- 
gized for. It would not be possible to 
transplant ten or twelve million Mon- 
golians, or Malays, or Indians, to any 
Caucasian country, as slaves or other- 
wise, and after their nominal assim- 
ilation by that eivilization and their 
simulation of that civilization, make 
anything of them but Mongolians, Ma- 
lays or Indians. In other words, the 
leopard would never coange his racial 
spots, and because he could not do so, 
ibe Caucasian would b}dla him at a 
distance. There could be no real af- 


the 


finity of material relation, much less_ 


socia] relation, between them, and the 
dominant race would inflexibly insist 
on the segregation to the point of 
physical compulsion, if need be. 

If this hypothesis be true—and sci- 
ence avows its truth-—why should it 
apply any the less io the African than 
to other races? 

It is the recognition of something of 
this eternal race principic by the peo 
ple and press of the north, thus tardi- 
ly, which The Constitution regards as 
an augury of a better understanding 
of tue negro and lis proper reiations 
toward the white citizenship of the 
southern states. ¢ 

In this connection, tbe remarks of 
Secrctary of War Root, before the 
Union League Club, of New York, can 
be taken as an exceedingly hopeful 
Mr. Root reluctantly adnfits 
that ihe racial oil and water will not 
mingle. 

Mr. Root takes too ruch for granted 
when he dolefully says: 

I don’t want to argue this question. I 
certainly showing that we have to 
face a new change of feeling in the south, 
that the biack man is denied the right to 
aspire to the highest dignity which was 
formerly unquestioned, is now questioned.

‘very foreign mail outweighs the interest 
of almost all others. They are Finns, 
and their present information from the 
other side is due to Finland's combined 
misfortunes from famine ani the oppres- 
sion of the Russian government, of 
which the westerr world gets occasional 
glimpses only through brief press 
sociation dispatches. 

Although the Finns in America quickly 
become most enthusiastic in their devo- 
tion and loyalty to the country of their 
adoption, they never lose their love for 
the dreary land of their birth, and, while 
they get along unusually well with men 
of every other nationality, their racial 
solidarity is remarkable. Every Finn feels 
it his bounded duty to help every other 
Finn. whether a relative or not, and as 
every Finn also feels it a disgrace not 
to earn his ogn way, the percentage of 
Finns who become public charges is 
smaller than the pauper percentage of 
almost any other immigrating nationality. 

Naturally, the characteristic which 
brings about this result impels the Finns 
here to keep the closest kind of watch 
upon the developments on the other side. 
As the Finnish and Russian newspapers 
are forbidden to tell the truth about the 
country in its hour of dire d@tress, and 
no other newspapers can get the truth 
readily, the information received Sy 
Finns here must come almost exclusively 
by letter. Hence the feverish watch for 
foreign mails. Despite the close watch 
kept by the czar’s government upon the 
mail from Finland to America, many of 
the letters received by the Brooklyn 
colony are filled with stories of privatjon 
and hardship and no less thrilling recitals 
ef encounters with the military, and any 
steamer may bring to any Finn a letter 
telling of death by starvation, or an em- 
harrassing collision with the Russian au- 
thorities, by some relative or close friend. 

It is difficult, however, to secure the 
contents of those letters for publication 
since keen Russian eyes are watching 
the American newspapers, and the writer 
of a private letter telling too much would 
surly be spotted and punished by the 
hume authorities. 

It is curious, but true, that while the 
Finns are very numerous in Brooklyn, 
they cut very little figure in any other 
borough of this big town. This probably 
came about through the chance settle- 
ment in Brooklyn of the earliest Finnish 
immigrants hereabouts. Naturally, iater 
comers settle near their compatriots and 
chis has continued to the prefent day. 

In some respects the Finns are about 
the best immigrants now coming to these 
Shores. They are of large physique, 
tough and full of endurance and as im- 
dustrious as you would suppose them to 
be from their far northern origin. They 
are frugal, too, and temperate as a mass, 
and these characteristics are making

The money sent back to Finland for 
this purpose every year, by the way, is 
very large when the total number of 
Finns in this country is taken into con- 
sideration. It is an interesting circum- 
Stance that the Swedes, whose native 
land adjoins Finland on the northeast, 
often contribute liberally to the same 
00d cause. Finns coming here some- 
times take ship boldly, but that course iz 
SO riskly (the Russians having forbid- 
den Finnish immigration) that a large 
proportion steal across the border from 
Finland to Sweden on foot and then take 
ship later from the nearest Scandinavian 
seaport. 

This course is one of great hardship in 
the winter, though not at all unpleasant 
in the summer. This winter the overland 
trip is worse than usual, if anything, not 
Only because of the famine, but also be- 
cause of the rather more than usually 
cold weather. 

There is danger of starving to death on 
the northern overland trip this year, even 
if one has the money to buy food, since 
the inhabitants of the region traversed 
have no food to sell. And of course 
scanty fare makes every one who 
courageously tries this overland trip just 
so much more in danger of suffering un- 
duly from the intense cold. In Brooklyn 
they have received many cruel stories of 
the suffering and occasional deaih of 
these hardy would-be immigrants. 

That the percentage of Finns desiring 
to come to America is larger than of al- 
most any naticnality just now is pa- 
thetically true. For the Finns do not de: 
ceive themselves. They would like to be- 
lieve that the days of famine’ are of 
Short duration, and that when these are 
Over they could go back if they felt so 
inclined, as Italians do often, fur. ex- 
ample, and pass their declining years in 
peace and quietude in the home of their 
childhood. 
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This, however, they know cannot ‘take 
Place, for Russia will not stop her perse- 
cution unless something very like a 
miracle comes along, and most F:nns be- 
‘lieve the days of miracles to be past and 
gone. Only a few years ago, ip spite of 


ern situation, Finland was the mpst pros- 
perious, the most progressive of all the 
provinces in the Russian empire. its peo- 
ple were much better read than the Rus- 
Slans, railroad and canal cominunica- 
tion in Finland was generai and increas- 
ing rapidly, and the immigration irom 
the little country, never very large, was 
decreasing, while many wio came hither 
came only to earn enough yankee money 
in a few years to enable them to live 
there on their income. 

Today about one in ten of the popula- 
tion a decade ago has come to the United 
States to live. In other words. at its best, 
Finland supported two and a half mil- 
lions—about half as many as dwell in 
Greater New York and its suburbs—and 
there are ncw in this country at least 
250,000 people of Finnish birth who mean 
to make the United States a permanent 
hcme for themselves and their families.

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EUGENE FOSSIS BITTEN 
BY MICROBE OF POLITICS

Boston, February 6.—(Special Corre- 
sponderme.)—When 4 wealthy man is 
once bitten by the microbe of politics it 
is difficult to tell where it wii) land 
him. This is the case with Eugene N. 
oss. millionaire manufacturer, thanks 
to ‘the very protective tariff against 
which he did considerable talking on the 
stump last fall. Mr. Foss, it may be 
remembered, was an aspirant for con- 
gress in the eleventh district and his 
platform had for its chief planks reci- 
procity with Canada and a revision of 
the tariff. He spent considerable money 
but was snowed under by the democratic 
candidate. It was an open secret that 
Mr. Foss’ aspirations to a seat in the 
national legislature did not have the 
warm approval of the Hon. Henry Cabot 
Lodge, self-constituted arbiter in Mas- 
sachusetts republican politics and that 
this was in a great measure responsibie 
for the wealthy manufacturer's defeat. 

The microbus politicus is still work- 
ing hard.within Mr. Foss and he is 
now under suspicion of wanting to be 
the republican candidate for the mayor- 
elty of Boston next December. The re- 
publican city committee hag a new 
chairman, Dr. George B. Pierce, and he 
is anxious to find a candidate for the 
mayoralty with plenty of money and 
what is equally essential, willing to 
spend it for the honors. Mr. Foss fills 
the bill and there is no doubt that his 
entrance into the campaign as a candi- 
date will be joyously welcomed by a 
number of politicians who enjoy having a 
liberal candidate to work for. 

Of course the ambition of Mr. Foss is 
to go to congress. His first investment in 
that direction cost him a very large 
sum and paid no dividend. But he knows 
that the eleventh district was arranged 
to be a republican one under normal 
conditions and he hopes by the next cam- 
paign these conditions will obtain. At 
the same time he is listening to the siren 
voice of the tempter who tells him that 
as a republican candidate for mayor 
he would have a “cinch” and at present 
he has got to the point where he is 
thinking the matter over.

AID FOR STARVING FINNS. 


_ Large Contritutions Have Been Re- 


ceived from Foreign Countries. 

St. Petersburg, February 7.—The cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press re- 
turned yesterday from Helsingfors. He 
found the measures for the relief of the 
distress in Finland apparently well, or- 
ganized. The distribution of funda Is 
carefully supervised. 

The Finnish national relief committee 
has received up to the present $116,000 
from American relief organizations. Gen- 
eral surprise and gratitude is expressed 
at the large contributions which the com- 
mittee has received. Other foreign coun- 
tries have contributed $3,000, and in Rus- 
sia $23,000 has been collected, including 
$14.000 from the Russian Red Cross So- 
clety, of which the dowager czarina is 
the protectress; $2,000 from the czar and 
$1.000 from the czdarewitch. 


The Finns were agreeably astonished

at the fact that the imperial gifts and 
the Russian contribution through the of- 
ficials at St. Petersburg, organized by 
Interior Minister Von Plohwe, with Ad- 
miral Craemer aga chairman, were sent 
to Finnish committees instead of Gov- 
ernor General Bobrickoff. The governor, 
however, is receiving the funds collected 
by the Novoe Vremya. All this is re- 
garded as significant, since General Bob- 
rickoff in his official organ declared that 
justice demanded that in the distribu- 
tion of the governmental funds decided 
preference -must be given to the com- 
munes whose inhabitants obeyed the mil- 
itary service decree. The Finlanders re- 
gard this as tantamount to an admission 
that the money passing through General 
3obrickoff’s hands is used against the 
Finnish committee, including $49,000 
which remained from the previous 
famine funds, amounting to $181,000. 

Owing to the demoralization caused 
the money distribution at the time 
of the last famine the 
restricts help, excepting the extreme 
cases, to the distribution of foodstuffs, 
seed and materials for cottage industries, 
as loans or in return for work. In some 
eases, on the advice of the agricultural 
experts who have been throughout the 
country, small sums of money for farm- 
ing improvements are granted on tne

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Scientific and Industrial 


By J. A. MORRIS. ‘ 
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Fortune in the Future. 

I do not mean cotton “futures” by any 
means. nor other speculative ‘future.’ 
I mean“that in many things we alone 
consider today and ignore tomorrow. I 
am not delving into theology, but leave 
the pulpit to attend to the mysteries 
hereafter. What we want as a people :s 
to build for all time. What our southern 
states most need is large increase of good 
population. It made me almost shiver 
to read 6f the immense migration of 
scores of ‘thousands of farmers from the 
eastern and northwestern’ states into 
Canada and bleak North Dakota. Zero 
is mild weather up there, Facts like 
these cause one to “put on his thinking 
cap.” Why. Canada and North Dakota, 
with all their physical discomforts? Why 
not the south, with advantages of cli- 
mate, soil and markets True, perhaps, 
one acre of virgin land in Canada and 
North Dakota may for a year or two 
yield double in wheat or corn, but the 
perhaps half produced of a southern acre 
will net more than double the dollars. 

There are reasons for this emigration 
not coming south.

United States Consul Thornwell Hayes, 
Rouen, send. the following extract: 


New Fire Pump in Rouen. 

An experiment was made last evening at 
the Hotel de Ville, with a new fire pump 
invented by Robert Lefebre, captain of 
the Rouen fire company. This pump is 
go small that only a very light two-wheel- 
ed cart with one horse is necessary to 
transport_it. The dynamo fs so construct- 
ed as to be run by a current from the 
street car or electric light wires, and is 
brought into contact with them by means 
of a hooked pole or rod. The pump fur- 
nishes a pressure capable of throwing 
a jet of water, with a force equal to that 
of a steam pump, to the height of over 
100 feet. It also has the advantage of 
being placed quickly in action wherever 
there is an electric current. For this 
operation, it took only three minutes in 
yesterday's experiment, whereas to get 
a steam pump up to the same pressure 
takes fourteen minutes. 

This machine was ,constructed by the 
firm E. Feugere, 76 Rue Elbeuf, Rouen. 


Fish Flour in Norway. 


Consul V. E, Nelson writes from Ber- 


gen: 


A great deal is done in Norway to im- 
prove and preserve the provisions pro- 
duced in the country and to procure a 
market for them abroad. The fisheries 
represent one of Norway's chief indut- 
tries, and quantities of fish are sold at 
very low rates, particularly during the 
summer. One way in which these are 
utilized is by means of an invention 
which quickly dries and pulverizes the 
flesh of fish. The resulting product cali- 
ed fish flour, is easy to transport from 
one place to another and has great nu- 
tritive value. A new and profitable branch 
of industry might be established in Amer- 
ica by utilizing fish in this way. 


Milk Powder in Germany. 
Consul General Hughes at 
gy inventor, it is reported, has 
discovered a method and constructed an 
apparatus which obviates the drawbacks 
formerly encountered in the preparation 
of. milk powder. The apparatus evapo 
rates milk to complete dryness at a = 
perature not exceeding #0 degrees ©. an 
Heation of a vacuum. — 
ined, it fs claimed, has the 
vamcioeet > aaa Neither the taste nor 
odor of the milk is altered. Heated with

water from 60 degrees to 70 degrees C.— 
i. e., to a temperature exceeding the melt- 
ing point of butter fat—milk is reproduced 
which, on cooling, differs in no way from 
ordinary milk. By a speoial treatment, 
the inventor says he has succeeded in 
preventing the powder from turning sour, 
it withstands bacteria, mold, dampness 
and changes of temperature. About 1 
pound of powder is said to be obtained 
from 5 quarts of milk. The apparatus js 
easily manipulated and is capable of treat- 
ing at least 2,600 gallons of milk per day. 
A sample of the powder obtained ffom 
skimmed milk, it is said, was found to 
contain 30 per cent albuminous matter, 
49 per cent lactic sugar, 1 per cent fat 
7 1-2 per cent salts and 6 1-2 per cent 
moisture. 


Alcohol from Acetylene. 

The following has been received from 
Consul T. Haynes, of Rouen: 

The producers of alcohpl in France are 
somewhat disturbed because of the new 
invention by which alcohol is manufac- 
tured by synthesis by means of acety- 
lene. Although the process is as yet too 
costly to endanger their industry, the 
members of tha Society of Agriculture 
of the Nord, in a recent meefing, issued 
the following recommendation: 

“Considering the facts that alcohol 
manufactured. from fruit and agricul- 
tural distilleries can be replaced by min- 
eral fabrication by means of carburet; 
that these carburets can be produced 
economically only in foreign countries 
possessing powerful waterfalls and spe- 
cial minerals; that this manufacture will 
ruin the distillation of roots, grains and 
fruits, to the exclusive profit of foreign 
countries, the Society of Agriculture of 
the Nord recommends that a tariff of 50 
francs ($9.6) per 100 kilograms (220.46

The Cleansing of Fruit. 

Consular Clerk G. H. Murphy, of 
Frankfort, transmits a translation from 
The Hanover Courter, as follows: 

“Dr. B. Ehrlich, a physician of Strass- 
burg, has recently completed a course of 
experiments at the Institute of Hygiene 
and Bacteriology in the University of 
Strassburg in regard to the infection of 
fruit with bacteria, and has published a 
report on the subject in the Archiv fuer 
Hygiene. 

“Everyone knows that, In the condition 
in which it is placed upon the market, 
the surface of fruit is almost always 
unclean; but it is not so generally known 
that on the surface of such fruit mil- 
lions of microscopic creatures’ exist 
which may injuriously affect health. It 
has already been proven that in certain 
cases cholera, typhus and tuberculosis 
have been transmitted in this way. The 
danger can be partially obviated by peel- 
ing or washing the fruit. In order to de- 
termine the degree of uncleanliness in 
market fruit, Dr. Ehrlich washed fruit 
Of various kinds and then ascertained by 
a reliable process the numbers of the 
hacteria thus removed. In this manner 
he found that 200 grams (about half a 
pound) of the fruits examined supported 
upon their surface bacteria in the fol- 
lowing numbers: Huckleberrfes, 400,000; 
damsons, 479,000; mirables (yellow plums), 
700,000; pears, 800,000; gooseberries, 1,000,- 
000: garden strawberries, 2,000,000; rasp- 
berries, 4000,000; grapes, 8,000,000: cur- 
rants, 11,000,000, and cherries, 12,000,000. 

“These figures teach how necessary it 
is that all fruit should be cleaned before 
it is eaten. In view of his experiments 
Dr. Ehrlich recommends that before fruit 
is eaten it should always be thoroughly 
washed, preferably In running water, and 
that the washing should be repeated 
when drv matter is observed to be ad- 
hering to the fruit.’ 

Waterproof Briquettes in Germany. 

Consul B. H. Warner _reports from 
Leipzig: 

AH briquettes which have hitherto 
been manufactured by means of sotuble 
cements (such as dextrin. molasses.. lix- 
iviated ceHulose, oxidized lignin, resinate 
of ammonia, etc.) dissolve in water. 
Richard Bock, an engineer of Merseberg, 
province of Saxony, has found a method 
for making briquettes which are entirely 
waterproof. He hedts the finished bri- 
quettés until. the cement is wholly or 
partly carbonized, which. makes them 
indissoluble. Im case the ignition tem- 
perature of the cement is likely tobe at- 
tained. the heating must take place tn an 
air-tight case or by means of hot gases.

Owing to the high- 
water contents and the large amount of 
nitrobenous substances and sugar whica 
bread contains, it is especially, while 


} warm, a good soil for the development of 


A 
loaf of bread,” he adds, “hot from the 
oven, taken into a poorly ventilated room 
filled with people, will become sour in 
the course of two or three hours."’

Dont 4t- 
tempt to disinfect books. Burn them. 
Don't trust sulphur gas or formaldehyde 
gas to penetrate heavy fabrics. Every 
carpet, rug and bed quilt should be sprin- 
kled with a 4 per cent formaldehyde s80- 
lution and tightly packed away for twen- 
ty-four. They will then be aan 
Treat wearing apparel the Same way. 
Sprinkle the wall«, floors and suspended 
sheets -with 4 per cent formaldehyde, 
using One-half-pound for every 1,000 cubic 
feet of room space; close the door for a 
day and it is disinfected. Formaldehyde 
is better than sulphur. Disinfection should 
be done thoroughly or it is useless. Dis-

HE ladies of the 
Society will open their restaurant 


to be operated for the benefit of the 
home Tuesday, February 10, corner of 
Alabama and South Pryor streets. 

The proceeds of the restaurant will zo 
toward the building now being erected by 
the ladies of the Sheltering Arms, to 
whom is due all credit for the establish- 
iment and maintenance of one of the no- 
blest institutions in the city. 

The Sheltering Arms had its inception 
in a little sewing society connected with 
the Barclay mission on Marietta street 
about seven years ago. The ladies meet- 
ing there saw that one of the greatest 
needs of the working woman—the mother 
who has been left alone with the little 
ones to care for unaided—was some safe 
place to leave her children during the 
day while she toiled in the mill or fac- 
tory. A day nursery was opened, where 
the parents, leaving their children in 
the morning, could return for them after 
the day’s work was done, with the full 
knowledge that they had had a safe and 
happy day. 

All good work grows and branches. It 
soon became apparent that many 
obtain work in private homes as cooks, 
nurses, etc., if their children could 
cared for at nighi as well as dav 
80 a night nursery was added. if 

The success of this work, and the good 
accomplished has been so great that it 
has become known as one of the princi- 
pal charities of the city. The city au- 
thorities, recognizing this. cooperate wth 
the management and contribute very su 
stantially toward carrying on the work. 

To have a home, properly equipped for 
the different branches of this work, has 
been the aim and purpose of the associa- 
tion, and in the past four years the la- 
dies have earned and saved $5,000. this 
in addition to funds raised and ex pended 
for the maintenance of the charity.

‘The Strong Influence—American and 


English Spinners Eager Buy- 
ers—Bearish News Ignored. 
South a Heavy Buyer. 
Selling Light. 


New York, February 7.—Cotton opened 
firm and quite excited at an advance 
of 3G@7 and immediately developed still 
more pronounced :strength and activity. 
March contracts, which closed last night 
at S59, were soon selling at 9.04, while 
May, which closed at 9.01, sold at 9.12. 
The rapid advance here was due chiefly 
to unexpected strong public and private 
cables. The latter stated that the foreign 
advance was due to the strong statistical 
figures of last night cabled from this 
side. Egyptian cotton speculators were 
reported to have .reentered Liverpool as 
active buyers. The spot situation at 
Liverpool Was particularly strong, with 
spinners driven to the purchase of the 
more remote future deliveries in an ef- 
fort to secure a call on supplies needed 
against orders for goods already in hana 
or expected. The south was an active 
buyer at New York. The western grain 
contingent also bought freely. It was 
rumored that the late bear leader had 
finished covering his shorts and now 
stood heavily long of the market and 
was still buying. Spot houses and ex- 
porters took March and May, while the 
public demand showed a preference for 
Julv and August. Traders showed in- 
difference to bad weather reports from 
the south and also heavier estimates of 
receipts for Houston and at other points. 
The selling here was chiefly by parties 
who were disposed to secure profits, but 
this proved insufficient for the increas- 
ing demand, and the market showed a 
strong undertone. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, February 7.—The spot 
cotton market was decidedly strong to- 
cay, but factors’ tables had been pretty 
well cleared off by yesterday's transac- 
tions, and there was little stock tabied 
for inspection. The sentiment among 
factors was strongly bullish asa result 
yf. the bulge in contract values, predicat- 
ed upon brisk continental buying at Liv- 
erpool, free covering by shorts and the 
wretched weather prevailing in the belt. 
Sellers had no difficulty in moving stocks 
at a gain of 1-16@1-8c, and all @fferings 
at that level were promptly taken. Sales 
7,050 bales, including 4,250 to arrive. Quo- 
tations revised. Low middling was ad- 
vanced 1-se and all higher grades 1-l6c. 

The short session today was a period 
of jubilation for the bulls in the cotton 
contract market. Liverpool moved up 
$3 to 4 points on deliveries. and on this 
side the advance was quickly responded 
to by free covering influenced by weather 
conditions in the belt anda growing ap- 
préeciation of the fa¢t that consumption 
is cutting a wide sWath in visible sup- 
plies. The opening ‘was 5 to 7 points 
above yesterday's figures, followed by an 
advance of 4 to 56 peints. At that level 
a halt was called and free reallizng to 
cover in profits sént prices off a bit. This 
influence was combatted by heavy buy- 
ing by the bulis, however, and on the 
sound of thé gong the loeal board showed 
net gains for the day of 9 to 12 points.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York. February 7.—The New 
York Financier says: 

“The principal feature of the _ state- 
ment of the associated banks of New 
York for the week ending February 7 
was the enormous increase of $20,447,900 
in loans, the largest weekly expansion 
reported in that item for over a year. 
The increase is traceable for the most 
part to heavy corporate borrowings, the 
Pennsylvania loan, which has been 
financed largely through New York, ac- 
counting presumably for the greater por- 
tion of the indicated change. The state- 
ment was affected unfavorably by the 
loss of $7,284,800 in cash, the first reported 
in some weeks. This loss was due to 
subtreasury, the 
payment of a Central Pacific note of $3,- 
000.000 having influenced the adverse bal- 
ance against the stocks. Still, unofficial 
calculations made the bank loss in. cash 
for the week not more than $3,000,000 
on total account, or les8 than half that 
reported in the statement, The system 
of averages used in compiling the official 
weekly returns is responsible for the 
discrepancy, and the merger of two 
banks with a consequent increase in 
capital to $10,000,000 explains the rest, 
The increase of 38,401,200 in deposits 18 
changes already 
noted would seem to call for. As it 
was, however, the addition to deposits 
called for $2,000,000 increased reserve, 
and this, coupled with the loss of $7.- 
234,800 cash, reduced the excess reserve 
item of the banks by $9,335,100, bringing 
the surplus down to $18,545,675, or very 
near the point reported a year ago. At 
this season last year, it is interesting to 
recall, the deposits of the banks passed 
the thousand million mark, but while 
present deposits are $60,000,000 less now, 
loans are higher by $6,000,000, while the 
total cash reserve is nearly $15,000,000 
iess. So far as the changes Of the past 
week are concerned, half a dogeat of the 
larger banks seem to have contributed 
the principal gains and losses, Taking

Com- 
panies concerned with the silver and 
lead trade have also received attention 
through the demand for their shares in 
the market. The underlying cause of 
the awakened speculation is undoubtedly 
the increasing supply ‘of funds available 
for speculative purposes, due to the sea- 
sonable reflux of funds to the reserve 
centers. . The New York clearing house 
authorities have taken this favorable op- 
portunity to advance measures for the 
requirement that trust companies which 
use the clearing house facilities shall 
enlarge their cash reserve holdings. The 
growth. in number of the trust compa- 
nies and the expansion of their deposit 
banking business has called increasing 
attention to the question of the ade- 
quaey of their cash reserve, which 
amount on the average to less than 2 per 
cent of their deposits. The trust com- 
panies are to be required to increase 
the percentage of their reserves to 5 per 
cent by June next and ultimately to a 
minimum of 10 per cent in June, 1964. It 
is pointed out that this will necessitate 
the locking up of perhaps $15,000,000 of 
cash in trust company vaults by June 
1 next. probably by withdrawal from 
vaults of clearing house banks, where 
the trust companies now keep their funds 
on deposit. It is considered that the ne- 
cessity of this additional security was 
demonstrated by the over-expansion of 

which developed last fall. But 
that the available supply of 
credits for the coming fall will be re- 
duced by a large amount. The effect 
upon the markets when the fall demand 
for crecits and currency begins to make 
itself felt is a problem of great impor- 
tance to the financial world. There has 
been some broadening tendency in the 
bond market during the week, but the 
dag movement has been rather irregu- 
ar.

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~ COLLEGE HALLS? 


By Hon. Martin V. Calvin. 

F the question, “Who crowd college 
| aus in Georgia?” were propounded to 

your readers with request that they 
make immediate reply, the answer would 
come from every section of the state: 
“Young men and young women from the 
cities, as a rule.” 

That response would convey the idea 
which everywhere obtains. But it is far 
afield. This very fact, however, lends 
interest to the inquiry. 

It seems to be reasonable that the col- 
leges should look with greatest expect- 
ancy to the cfties. There are, it is true, 
many things in cities to divert the atten- 
tion and the ambition of boys and _ girls 
at the time they should be eager to en- 
ter college. On the other hand, there are 
conditions and advantages connected with 
life in a city which should béget In every 
boy and girl an irrepressible desire for 
three or four years within college walls. 
The larger number, elther from choice or 
necessity, turn aside—the boys taking 
clerkships and the girls entering  so- 
clety. 

Many turn aside for lack of encourage- 
ment—“‘a word in season.” This is true 
of city and country alike. Right here 
I wish to express my delight at the sug~ 
gestion that at an early date the state 
university management will send out 
over the state a representative whose 
duty it. will be to go among the people 
and acquaint them with the opportunities 
offered by the university fer the ac- 
quirement of a well rounded education. 
That representative, if he be the man for 
the position, will talk. as occasion offers 
or can be made, to individuals as well 
as to the people generally. He will have 
opportunity to make the way to college 
not only clear, but easy. Thousands of 
bright boys and girls in Georgia in. the 
past lost the opportunity for college or 
university training solely because of a 
misapprehansion on the part of their par- 
ents as to the expenses incident to such 
training. Hundreds of boys and girls 
in Georgia found their way to college or 
university because ‘some friend, familiar 
with all the conditions, showed parents 
how easily seemingly insuperable obsta- 
cles could be surmounted. There are 
hundreds of boys and girls in Georgia to- 
day thirsting for college or university 
training ‘“‘as the hart panteth after the 
water brooks.’”’ But they will never see 
college unless some one who knows how 
makes the way plain. There are but 
few, if any, boys or girls in Georgia who 
would Not be immensely benefited by two 
to four years at college. 

As I look back upon a green spot in 
my memory—the preparatory years in 
which at home I wrestled with Caesar 
and Virgil and Horace, Xenophon, Thu- 
cydides and Antigone, | would not give 
those years and the one I Spent at Emory 
college for all the other years of my 
lite.

He recovered from the wound and was 


able to be at his work In a comparatively 
short time. Clark says that he offered the 
Tennessee officers no resistance and that 
he was shot without provocation. 

Clark again came to the attention of 
the United States authorities in Atlanta 
last summer. He had moved to Gilmer 
county at that time and was arrested 
after a very spectacular encounter. The 


iarrest was made by Deputy Marshal T. 


W. Craigo. According to statements of 
the authorities, this is the story of the 
capture. 

Hand to Hand Encounter. 

Clark and his brother were both wanted 
for moonshining and Craigo and Deputy 
Marshal Bob Milton started out to bag 
them, Discovering the two brothers on a 
mountain, the officers slipped noiselessly 
up to them and quickly stepping between 
“Chris’’ Clark and his gun, Craigo seized 
him about the waist and arms. In the 
scuffle that followed the two men slipped 
and fell. rolling down the steep moun- 
tain side. Over and over they went, 
striking against stumps and rocks, but 
continaing to roll. Finally when the two 
men reached the bottom Clark’s head 
struck heavily against a big stone and 
he lay stunned. Craigo was quickly on 
his feet and taking out his handcuffs, 
locked them on the wrists of the uncon- 
scious man. When the Portuguese re- 
gained consciousness he found himself a 
prisoner. 

In the meantime Officer Milton had ef- 
fected the capture of the other Clark 
without any trouble and “Chris” offered 
no further resigtance, when he saw his 
brother a prisoner. The two brothers 
were tried before Judge Newman last 
October, were convicted and given terms 
in the Tower, “Chris being sentenced 
for six. months. Judge Newman remem- 
bered ‘‘Chris’’ as the prisoner who had 


‘figured in the trial of 1889 and mentioned 
| the fact to him in passing sentence. As- 


sistant District Attorney George L. Bell 
prosecuted the two Clarks at the last 
trial. 

The Clark brothers are sons of John 
Cc. Clark, who at one time was one of the 
wealthies and most influential men in 
north Georgia. Their mother is a Portu- 
guese. “Chris’’ Clark does duty in the 
kitchen at the Tower, being one of the 


| bakers. He held this same position in 
t the Columbus pen and states that while 


there he assisted in baking 5,500 barrels 
of flour. The Tower officials speak well of 
Clark and say that he is one of the best 
prisoners in the jail.

In speaking a few days ago of moon- | 
shiners in general, Clark gave expression | 


to the following unique sentiment: 
“The mountaineer is not such a bad 


Man as he is sometimes pictured. The | 
impression seems to have gone out that 
the men of the mountains do nothing but ' 


lay in hiding and seek an opportunity to 
kill revenue officers This is not true, 
but on the contrary a revenue officer 
could arrest one of us with a pocket 
knife. We do not want to kill them. Any- 
body with common sense kpvows that if 
we had any such desire al} we would 
have to do would be to kill them. But 
what is the use? It would be just like 
killing a buck rabbit—there would be 
plenty more ready to spring into his 
place. The United States government has 
too many men at its command. The 
killing of revenue officers would do no 


good.”

“Atlanta in those days,—in the forties, 
was a little staggling village and nobody 
ever dreamed that she was destined to be 
the ‘Gate City of the South.’ ” The old 
man shut his eyes and evidently recalled 
the pictures of his early youth; the times 
that tired the hearts of men, hardy pion- 
eers that they were, and thought of the

N OLD Hindoo legend says 
that the worst thing which 
could happen to: a man 
ig’ to have his first pro- 
diction im. /any lipe re- 
ceive faverable comment. 
This may be stating the 
case a lttle too harshly, 
afta yet it-is certainly trus 
that an unfavorable recep 
tion of the work of one’s 
hand or brain will, In the 
great majority of instances 
lead to a more commenda- 
bie or finished production later on. 

I think we may apply this old legend 
to the character and work under dils- 
cussion in this article. General Albert 
Pike, who was born in 1809 and who be- 
came a noted brigadier-general of the 
(‘onfederate forces, had some of his early 
poetry most favorably received, namely, 
poems under the title of “Hymns to the 
Gods," which were published in Black- 
wood's Magazine, during the year 1839. 
(hey met with great favor and were 
widely copied and later published in book 
form. 

They were fairly good verse, but did 
not deserve the unusual praise received. 
indeed, reading them over now it is 
surprising that they appealed to a “‘pop- 
ular’ vein at all, The gods of which 
he sung were such as Neptune, Venus, 
Apollo, Mercury, Diana, Ceres, Bacchus 
and many others. 

‘rom this time on he wrote profusely 
in vefse and was apparently careless 
in its production—doubtless because any 
verse with his name attached found a 
ready sale. 

After the war he moved to Washing- 
ton and practiced law, and pursued work 
literary and journalistic, dying there in 
the year 189]. 

Of his later poetry only two produc- 
tions are worthy of mention here. He has 
produced a revised copy of “Dixie,” 
which is the only one possessing any lit- 
erary merit whatsoever—and even it has 


not much. And a poem on the “Mocking 
Bird’ which in the estimation of the 
writer is certainly among the best, if not 
the best, of his poetic efforts.

Some Famous Men, As Others Saw Them 


By WALLACE PUTNAM REED. 
Written ,or Ghe Sunny South 
AM not prepared to say that 
when I want a high class 
of fiction I go to history 
and biography for it, but 
I must admit that even 
the standard works in 
those branches of litera- 
ture no longer command 
my unhesitating belief in 
their statements. 
During the month of 
January the magazines 
and newspapers had their 
regular annual flood of 
reminiscences and eharacter studies of 
Andrew Jackson. In the main they were 
appreciative and complimentary, but 


| they devoted considerable space to the 
| unfavorable criticisms of “Old Hickory” 


i 


which Were once so common. 

British writers all agree in picturing 
Jackson as'a rough, ignorant. obstinate 
frontiersman—a’’ lawless bdérder  ruffian 
who swore at everybody, got drunk, 
gambled and had no séruples about mur- 
der. 

For two generations many American 
Writers have followed the lead of the 
foreigners whose pens were so active in 


| the work of smirching the fame of the 


hero of New Orleans, but In recent years 
there has been a reaction, and even dis- 
tinguished divines, like the god Bishop 
Fitzgerald, have placed on record in high- 
class religious periodicals their indorse- 
ment of this great American. 

A writer in ine January Atlantic quotes 
7allatin as saying that Jackson entered 
congress an uncouth, awkward figure, 
singular in his costume, with the man- 
ners of a rough backwoodsman, and Jef- 
ferson is reported as saying that he 
could never speak in the senate on ac- 
count of his uncontrollable temper, and 
that he frequently choked with rage 
when he attempted to speak. 

On the other hand, many reliable per- 
sons of sound judgment and good taste 
side with Bishop Fitzgerald. Captain 
William J. Haynes, who was Hving a 
few years ago at the age of 100 in St. 
louis, was on Jackson's staff in the 
battle of New Orleans. He described his 
commander as a perfect gentleman, neat 
in his dress, temperate and pure in his 
conduct, 

Colonel A. 8. 
his young days 


Colyar. of Nashville, in 
frequently saw Jackson 
riding on horseback through the streets 
of that city, and his testimony is that 
all classes admired the perfect manners 
of their hero. 

Judge Charles Gayarre, of New Or- 
leans, met the general in a circle of la- 
dies and gentlemen, after the battle, 
and he found him a gentleman whose 
language, deportment and dress were 
altogether unexceptional. 

I might quote other favorable opinions 


from Parton and other biographers, but 
it would perhaps be a waste of time 
and space, The fact is, the historic 
muse will prove anything on all sides 
of any question. An impetuous orator 
once spoke of her as ‘“‘a lying jade,’ and 
mary of her victims will say that he 
was more than half right. 

This is not the place to discuss Jack- 
son's bold and unauthorized acts in de- 
fense of his country at various times, 
nor the justification of the duels in which 
he was engaged. My purpose is simply 
to contrast the statements of Gallatin, 
Jefferson and their British contempor- 
aries with the equally positive opinions 
of Fitzgerald, Haynes, Gayarre, Colyar 
and Parton, and then leave with my 
readers the question: Was Andrew Jack- 
son a gentleman, according to the gen- 
eral acceptation of the word? 

The more famous a man is, the more 
conflicting are the views of him from 
different standpoints. 

Notably wus this the case with Na- 
poleon. Hundreds of historians, biogra- 
phers and eminent men who knew the 
great Corsican have spoken enthusias- 
tically of his classic face, dignified bear- 
ing, wonderful] self-control, powers of en- 
durance, Roman virtue, stirring eloquence 
and fine literary taste, td say nothing 
of his courage and genius. 

Per contra, Bourienne, Lanfrey, De 
Remusat, Taine and others have de- 
scribed him as stiff and awkward, bad 
tempered, a libertine, a half educated 
pretender whose speeches were ungram- 
matical and ridiculous, and they also 
stated that he could not stand cold 
weather and had fires in July. They 
wrote him down as a liar, a glutton, a 
hog in manners and 0 coarse and shame- 
less that he married the cast-off mis- 
tres of Barras, and for years condoned 
her occasional infidelities. 

Now, which view of Napoleon is cor- 
rect? 


George Washington figures in hun- 
dreds of books as the model gentleman 
and citizen. As a rule, the ministers of 
the gospel hold him up as a shining ex- 
ample to be imitated. 

Some of the newspapers of his day pre- 
sented him in a very different light, and 
in such an offensive way that the father 
of hid country swore like a sailor when 
he read them. 

It is also said that he took his dram 
at taverns, kept his winnings at cards 
and had a certain gentlemanly vice 
whith made King Edward notorious, 
when he was the prince of Wales. 

I wonder what the real Washington 
was like, but he is too much of a myth 
to be studied with any hope of seeing 
him in his true light. 


The prejudices growing owt of politics, 
war and sectionalism account for the op- 
posing views entertained of some. great 
men. 


For years haif of England saw nothing 
commendable in Gladstone and the other 
half felt only hatred and scorn for Dis- 
raeli. 

For a long time Lincoln and Grant 
were repulsive in appearance and every- 
thing that was wicked and disagreeable 
in the eyes of millions of southerners 
while hnosts of northerners had som? 
equally erroneous impressions and some 
false history about Davis and Lee. In 
recent years there has been a general 
reversal of judgment, and tributes to 
Lincoln and Grant receive applause in 
the south, while Lee is a favorite in the 


ularity. 

One of the ablest lawyers in Georgia 
once told me that Daniel Webster was 
only “ta Massachusetts great man!” 

This remarkable expression led me to 
seek the opinions of Toombs and Ste- 
phens and to my gratification they 
praised the great expounder of the con 
stitution in the most eloquent terms. 

When I read Bill Arp’s fine description 
of Rufus Choate as an orator, the other 
Sunday, I was reminded of the day when 
I squeezed myself into Faneuil hall to 
hear Charles Sumner. I knew that | Wa-« 
listening to a man who had an interna 
tional reputation as an orator, and yet 
he struck me as dul! but sensible, digni. 
fied, ponderous and go artificial that his 
speech sounded like the utterances of 
a hoarse phonograph. 

That was the way I felt then, but now, 
after the lapse of years, I am inclined 
to think that I was misled by my preju- 
dices, and that there must have been 2 
great deal in Mr. Sumner to justify the 
high opinion of his oratory held by some 
of our greatest men. 

In order to intelligently read history 
and biography and the personal sketches 
and pen pictures of famous men whose 
positive and potential qualities made them 
active in important movements affecting 
the welfare of mankind, we must know 
human nature pretty thoroughly, and, 
moreover, have the imaginative faculty 
to enable us, when we have a frag- 
mentary picture, to see the missing parts 
of it. 

But with all my anxiety to sift out the 
real facts from the chaffy falsehoods 
when I read history, I have so little hope 
of getting at the truth that it has been 
my habit for years when I am studying 
a great historic character or epoch to 
read the novels written by great geniuses 
dealing with the men and the events in 
question. 

There is a lot of genuine history in the 
romarces of Scott, Dumas, Lever, James, 
Cooper, Thackeray Henty and others, 
Still with all these aids it is difficul: 
and sometimes impossible after a great 
man hes passed from the stage for those 
who never knew him to get well ac- 
quainted with him through the medium of 
books, each with a different story to tell— 
a story not to be reconciled with the 


others.

But what is religion? Before attempting, 
however, to say what religion IS, let us 
try to. determine what it is NOT. 

And, first, it is not creed, or dogma, or 
ceremonial, It is not the splendid vest- 
ments, nor the loud cathedral music, nor 
the pomp and circumstances of visible 
worship. 

All of these things may exist along 
with the rankest scepticism and the most 
unblushing irreligion. They often have 
so existed. They so exist today in many 
quarters. 

Religion is, first of all, subjection—a 
habit of ,thought, a sentiment of the 
heart, the way a2 man looks at things 
from the innermost center of the mind, 
the way he feels about his life and the 
great, big universe of which his life is 
a part. 

Now, there are two ways, and two ways 
only, in which this sentiment, thought, 
feeling. can manifest itself; ft carf take 
the form of pessimism, or it can take the 
form of optimism. 

The pessimist is one who always chooses 
the darkest side of every proposition. Be- 
tween the idea that, somehow or other. 
above beyond the guesses of the 
theologians, there may ‘be a Power in 


Power is a myth and that we are all | 
ou the way to wreck and ruin with nope 
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to help us—the pessimist is sure to take 
the latter. 

The optimist, on the other hand, be- 
lieves in the Power, even though he may 
not be able to know all about it. 

He realizes the limitations of the hu- 
man mind. He knows that the Syllogism 
and the rule of three are poor things 
with which to work out the deep prob- 
lems of the soul. He is as conscious as* 
can be of the fact that the heart of 
the world’s mystery will not be plucked 
out. And yet he has the happy faculty of 


‘pitching his tent upon life’s sunny side: 


and at night, when the sun is gone, he 
is somehow able to see shining above him 
the stars of hope and trust. 

And right here in this faith in the 
Power that cares for us and that is 
shaping out lives for ultimate good, lies 
the pith and marrow of religion. 

The man who has faith in such Power 
—not a theological faith, but a human 
faith—has religion, while the man who is 
devoid of such faith is devoid aiso of 
religion. 

And his condition is a sorrowful one 
Many of us have been there, and there- 
fore we know just what it is. We who 
Have been there have no patience with 
the fools who claim that the man with- 
out religion is immoral, irreverent, un- 
worthy. We know that the lack of faith 
in the Bternal may go along with no- 
bleness of soul, with honesty of purpose, 
with Kindness of heart and with purity 
of life, 

But we who have been in the pit of 
unfaith know that it is a pit—dark, 
cheerless, disNeartening.

“The suffering and tortures;endured by 
the confederate prisoners was beyond the 
rower of pen to portray. Unatcustomed 
to the northern climate and cold lake and 
prairie winds, their light southern garb 
was a poor protection against the ordinarv 
temperature of the elements. But, with 
the winds maddened into fury, and ‘the 
air filled with freezing snow, they suffer- 
¢d as no people ever suffered before. 
Through the crevices of their thin board 
barracks the wind whistles as if in very 
mockery, bringing the snow in such quan- 
tities as to cover the floor and beds upon 
which they had to sleep. So desperate 
was their eondition that they were com- 
pelled to sleep by reliefs. Dividing off 
into squads of four, two would retire to 
thelr cold berths, covering with the blan- 
kets of the four, while the others kept 
up the fire. Thus, in turns of four hours 
each, did these poor mortals attempt to 
brave the raging of the stomn. In many 
cases the snow had frequently to be 
shaken from the blankets of the sleepers. 
With all their ingenulty, they could not 
keep warm, and numbers of them will 
suffer from the exposure of this dreadful 
storm for all time to come. To add-to 
the horrors of their situation many of 
them were s@%, and the wailing wind and 
searching. cold added fresh terrors to 
their sufferings.”’

salted with the Liverpool salt, cover- 
ing it thoroughly. Then the hams are 
packed In bulk, but the piles are yr 
over 3 feet high. In ordinary coo 
weather they are left taus for three days. 
In warmer not so long. 

Then they are resalted with the fine 
salt. The meat thus treated remains in 
bulk one @ay for every pound each ham 
weighs. For example, an 8 and 10 pound 
ham should remain {1 the resalted ‘pile 
eight and ten days, respectively. As the 
hams are taken from the piles they are 
washed in tepid water, and after being 
partially dried, the entire surface is rub- 
bed with fine black pepper. Then they 
go to the smoke house and the impor- 
tant operation of smoking begins. This 
is, as it should always be, @ very slow 
and gradual process. iasting from thirty 
to forty days. Green hickory or red oak 
is the wood used in smoking, the former 
being preferred. When the: hams are 
finally taken from the smoke house they 
are repeppered to guard against insects, 
and then sewed up i2 canvas bags. The 
razorback or Smithfield hams are at their 
very best when 1 year old. 

The hogs that furnish these hams are 
raised in small jots by the farmers of 
that section, but are not cured by them, 
this work being performed only by ex- 
perts. Cutting up the meat is an im- 
portant part of the curing, care being 
taken in trimming out the hams to leave 
them with the tissues uninjured. 
hock joint is left long, and the hams 
are not at once cut loose, care being 
taken to leave all the connectiye tissues 
at the upper end. This is to prevent the 
hams from dripping when hung up in 
the smoke house. 

The rest of the Smithfield*meat is cured 
in exactly the same way as the hams, 
and the breakfast bacon from these hogs 
is as perfect in flavor and delicacy as 
the hams. A Mr. Todd is stjll the largest 
producer, and, as we have noted, ships 
mostly to England and France. Several

The 
young razorback is allowed to roam In 
the woods all summer. A large part of 
the food he picks up consists of acorns 
ani the mast of the great pine trees 
It is these that impart to his flesh its 
pecullar gamey and nutty flavor, which ‘s 
never afterward lost. In the early fail 
he is turned into a field of Sweet po- 
tatoes and peanuts, planted for his ex- 
benefit. 

He appreciates the attention and never 
stops to analyze its covert significance 
and the way that slab-sided animal begins 
to round out and fill in all the angles 
is simply a marvel. He eats and eats, 
and with each layer of food comes the 
much desired “streak of lean and streak 
or ae." But the fat thus acquired is 
soft when it needs to be hard and firm. 
Just where the virtue 
corn comes into play. 

The now fat razorback is up, 
but not in too close quarters, and fed on 
sound corn with plenty of clean water, 
Under this diet flesh and fat quickly 
harden to the desired point, and then the 
end of that chapter of the happy-go- 
lucky life of the razorback its reached, 
and finis is written after his name. 

Quite as important as sweetness 
cleanliness of food and water in this fin- 
ishing off prucess, 18 absolfite cleanliness 
of the pen in which the pig is confined. 
Who not know the odor of a neg- 
lected pig pen, and Its nauseating ef- 
fect? Is it any wonder that it defiles 
meat of the unhappy hog 
compelled to pass his last few weeks in 
its midst? Clean corn, clean water and 
plenty of it, with rrotection from rain 
and cold, this is not only such treatment 
as any human man should at all times 
give his animals, but in this case result 
in turning out the hog in prime condil- 
tion for its final stage of usefulness and 
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profit to its owner. 

A hog should never be fed for at least 
tweive hours before the killing. The less 
there is in the stomach and intestines the 
easier the careass will be 
to handle. The sooner tt 
can be cooled off, the 
better, and for this rea- 
son a frosty day rather 
than a warm one should 
be chosen for the killing.

The manner of its death is no 
this’ rule. The best, most 
rapid and most human way is to shoot 
it with a rifle charged just heavily enough 
to carry a ball through the skull. This 
wlll stun more thoroughly than a heavier 
charge would do. After this it is an easy 
matter to ‘stick’ the hog effectually and 
without its being conscious of pain. This 
method is a very important gain over tne 
old and cruel one of holding the poor 
victim on its back and cutting its throat 
amidst its terrified struggles. That is 
too much like a brutal, cold-blooded mur- 
der to be contemplated without a shud- 
der. Even apart from its humane point of 
the light charge shooting is the 
better way, because the best hams and 
bacon cannot be made unless the carcass 
is thoroughly bled, as it never is when 
the animal is struggling and overheated. 
The razorback is scidom so heavy as 
to necessitate mechanical Cevices for lift- 
ing the carcass into and out of the scald- 
ing barrel, handpower being sufficient. 
It is important to have the water just 
for if too ht, it will. set the 


off; and if not hot enough. the hair can- 
not be scraped off. Quick action is es- 
sential in the whole process. The hog 
should be led, scalided, cleaned, placed 
on the scaffold and the internal organs 
removed all as quickly as possible. As 
soon as these latter are out of the way 
the carcass should be held open by 9 
to 12 inch sticks, and washed thoroughly 
outside and inside with cold water. The 
cleaner it is and the cooler the water 
the better. 
A little later. when the carcass has 
dried off. it should be taken down and 
split open down the middle, using a 
Sharp ax and being careful not to hack 
the flesh. Then fill with as large pieces 
of ice as can be conveniently handled, 
laving it with especial care along the 
backbone, the hams and shoulders, and 
placing the carcass on a level so that 
the ice, as it melts. will still be in 
contact with the flesn. If there is one 
thing more than another that should be 
emphasized in the curing process, it is 
the importance of the rapid cooling of 
the carcass. The meat must be quickly 
and thoroughly chilled, for if any heat 
remains in the hams along the bones 
they must be removed or the meat will 
surely spoil. One pvund of ice should 
be allowed for every 2 pounds of meat. 
These remarks apply to all cases as 
“a necessary preliminary to curing the 
The special 
process used in curing the famous Smith- 


_ field hams is the following: 


As soon as the meat is thoroughly 
chilled, it is placed in a large tray of 
fine Liverpool salt. Then the flesh sur- 
face is sprinkled with finely ground slat- 
peter until the hams are as white as if 
covered thirckly with hoar.frost. It

Another excellent curing process, given 
by a Georgia packer, is as follows: 
Rub dry salt over the edges of the 
meat, and especially over the ends of 


the bones, then finish by rubbing it well | 
Let it lie | 


in over the entire surface. 
for thirty-six hours, and then pack it 
down in brine strong enough to float an 
egg. First fill a hogshead with layers of 
meat having a half inch layer of. salt 
between them, and when it will hold no 
more, cover the meat with a weighted 
board and then pour in the brine, filling 
the hogshead to the brim. Use only pure 
Tock salt, or solar salt. It is not al- 
ways true that “salt is salt’’ in the 
Sense that it is all alike. Ohio or New 
York salt, for instance. will spoil hog 
meat when used im curing it. Pieces of 
charcoal are sometimes put in among 
the layers, but this is not necessary. 
Let the meat remain in the brine for 
four or six weeks, When taken out, 
clean, then hang it up, in the 
smoke house, Use green hickory or red 
The former gives a 


always be used if possible. If 
the smoke house is tight and kept filled 
with smoke, one week may be enough 
to cure the meat, but. two or three weeks 
are still better. If the smoke house is 
close and dark, the cured meat may. be 


left hanging, provided a little smoke is | 
is safer, | 


put under it occasionally. It 
however, to pack the meat away 
clean, well dried hogshead. This is 
way to do it. Put a layer of nice, dry 
Wiregrass in the bottom, and on this 
place a layer of meat, then another layer 
of wiregrass, and so on until the hogs- 
head is full, wiregrags being at the top. 
Finish with a tight™cover and keep the 
hogshead in a cool, dark place. 

From first to last, whatever the process 
of curing may be, use neither ‘“‘preserva- 
tives’’ nor compounds. The meat can 
have no flavor so good as its own, pro- 
vided its original owner has been treated 
as indicated above for best results. The 
method of curing here given will pre- 
serve all parts of the meat and send 
it to table in first-class condition, 

Here is one more recipe, for sugar- 
cured hams, and it is claimed that “even 
a greenhorn” cannot fall if its directions 
are followed: 

For every hundred pounds of meat take 
six gallons of water, one quart of good 
mvlasses, three pounds of brown sugar, 
and one ounce of soda. Boil the water 
and salt, then add the other ingredients 
and skim off all impurities. Pack the 
pork In a good barrel, and as tightly as 
possible, and when the liquor is perfectly 
cool pour it over the meat, covering the 
latter entirely, and then weight it down. 
Let it remain four weeks before smok- 
ing. After it has been well smoked, put 
it in & barrel, packed in clean wood 
ashes to keep insects away. This formu- 
la, by the way, is equally good for corn- 
ed beef, except that each piece should be 
dipped in the brine while it is bolling, 
but only for half a minute, after which 
proceed as for pork. 
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The Convenience of Ready Mixed 
Paints. 


When all possible objection has been 
made to ready-mixed paints the fact ot 
their remarkable convenience still 
mains unassailed. The only valid objec- 
tions to them are the danger of getting 
inferior materials in buying them and 
the fact that special conditions require 
special treatment. *-For most purposes, 
however, an honestly made ready-mixed 
paint is quite equal in its capabilities to 
anything the painter can supply, and will 
cost less per square yard painted than 
anything of equa! quality he can produce, 

© wets Quescion then In setecting 4 
ready-mixed paint is as to the “honesty” 
of the product. In other words, the buyer 
should know and has a right to know 
what it contains, and first of all whether 
it is a pure linseed oil paint. it must 


contain no water, no petroleum, no Ani-. 


mal oil and no other vegetable oil be- 
sides linseed oil. Water can be detected 
by the swelling of a bit of gelatine left 
in the can over night; but for the absence 
of the remainder of the objectionable list 
we must trust the manufacturer. Then 
it must contain not. less than fifty per 
cent of zinc white or White lead or both 
in the. base. My own preference is for 
zinc and lead pure in about the propor- 
tion of two-thirds zinc to one-third lead. 
Barytes and the other inert pigments, 
however, will not hurt the durability of 
the paint; they will only reduce its opac- 
ity, requiring more coats to cover. Fi- 
nally, for thinning turpentine is prefer- 
able to benzine, though the preference 
has reference rather to working prop- 
erties rather than to results. 

It will be seen from this that the every- 
day consumer is not in a position to judge 
of the qualities of ady-mixed paints. 
Shall ‘he then ignore them? By no means; 
let him rather select fhose of which the 
manufacturer guarantees the composition 
and quality. He can-thus take advantage 
of the economy offered and at the same 
time have a_ legally ‘valid protection 
against fraudulent materials. If the paint 
“goes back on’’ him, a chemist will quick-

| ator Hoar pointed out to them, gazing at 


him long and curiously, and discussing 
him in whispes or unertones. They seem 
to come just to see Mr. Hoar, and, when 
they have taken him in to their heart's 
content, they steal silently away. 

But if these same visitors knew that the 
venerable ‘‘trust buster,’” who generally 
disappoints them in his physical appear- 
ance, reads genuine yellow-back novels 
and 10-cent productions on the same order 
with all the avidity of a messenger boy, or 
a giddy factory girl, perhaps they would 
gaze longer and with increased curiosity 
and wonderment. For truth to tell, Mas- 
sachusetts’ senior senator has this mental 
pastime and refuses to be separted from 
it. 

Mr. Hoar’'s favorite time for reading 
these hair-raising productions is while 
traveling. Whenever he has a railway 
journey of any length to make he carries 
with him a pile of literature of the **Dead- 
wood Dick.” “Red Headed Ralph,” ‘The 
Ranger of the Roaring Rialto”’ type. He 
reads the stuff through from first to last— 
never skipping a word—and gets the keen- 
est enjoyment out cf the plots and im- 
possible characters. And he likes noth- 
ing better than to discuss with his com- 
panions the curious working of the human 
mind that can evolve such situations. 

But this is not Mr. Hoar’s only trait 
that amuses his legislative peers. When 
he is feeling in particularly good humor 
he keeps his neighbors in the senate ina 
constant titter of amusement by his sotto- 
voice comments on the proceedings. 

His colleagnes have a unique way of 
gauging his humor. It is by the manner 
in which he manipulates a bunch of Keys 
that dangles from his fingers. When he 
is at peace with the world and everything 
is going smoothly with him, Mr. Hoar 
swings this bunch of keys with an easy, 
regular motion. If the swing should step 
or become irregular, then there is a littte 
tempest brewing in his mind. If he 
should tap his desk with the keys, ihen it 
is known that the views expressed by 
some one on the floor are displeasing (0 
him. When he draws the Keys up near 
his face and swings them in a circular 
motion he is amused at the verbal antics 
of some of his opponents. But when he 
sweéps the bunch through the air ina 
long curve his colleagues know that lie 
is disgusted and about to take the floor 
to reply to some displeasing argument, 
or to reproach the senate for some pro- 
ceeding not in accord with his ideas of 
propriety. 

Unlike of his colleagues in 
senate, Mr. Hoar fancies no particular 
sport, and this. too. causes not a little 
good-natured chaff to be poked at him. 
He is neither a fisher nor a hunter. His 
tastes are quiet and his outdoor exercise 
limited to carriage drives ard trolley 
rides. Every summer during vacation it 
is his habit to gather a company of his 
old cronies In Worcester, charter a special 
trolley car and go to the seashore at 
Gloucester, where they enjoy a fish din- 
ner. The car load of old fellows go from 
Worcester to Boston, where they @mair 
over’ night. The next day they go tw 
Gloucester, eat their fish dinner. return 
to Boston and on the third day get back 
to Worcester delighted with their outing. 

These cronies are the senator's dearest 
friends and are more numerous.than his 
intimates in Washingtor, for this mild- 
mannered man, whose blue eyes beam so 
benignly through huge spectacles, has not 
made many close friends in his public 
capacity. This is due to the fact that he 
wields a free lance in debate and is as 
liable to wound a friend as a foe. He 
has a biting. sarcastic tongue, which 
more than once has made him personal 
enemies. These enemies call him selfish 
and disregardful of the rights and prerog- 
atives:- of others. 
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the points of his fingres 


as he grows emphatic, he teeters up and 
down on his toes, pumping out his words 
in a voice that is little more than a 
squeak. His most telling sentences and 
most cutting satire are delivered while 
he blandly surveys the senate through 
his spectacles with the air of a good old 
church deacon gently admonishing his 
brethren. 

No one knows his limitations as a pub- 
lic speaker better than Mr. Hoar himself. 
When a young man it was his greatest 
dread that he could never succeed as a 
pleader in the law because of his lack of 
voice. What is new attributed to the 
weakness of old age really was always 
an affliction. He never did have a full- 
toned voice. 

He had practiced law for several years 
and had been engaged in politics for 
quite a while before forcéd to make a 
public speech. During thé great days of 
the free soil movement he found himself 
one time on the platform where Wendell 
Phillips presided over a large and en- 
thusiastic meeting. That great -apostle 
of anti-slavery and other orators of like 
note had address the crowd when 
there were cries for ‘George F. Hoar.’’ 
The young man's heart was in his mouth, 
but he was forced to the front and made 
his first public address. His thin, pene- 
trating voice did not fail 
sufficient to convey thoughts and ex- 
pressions that aroused the intense enthu- 
siasm of the audience.

During his last few months of the 
service of William V. Allen, the populist 
senator from Nebraska. an amusing 
controversy arose between him and Sen- 
ator Tillman, of South Carolina. over 
the pronunciation of the word “situs.” 
Allen had given the short sound of “‘t’’ 
in his pronunciation and Tillman jump- 
eg to his feet and insisted that it should 
be the long sound. He appealed to Sen- 
ator Hoar as an authority on pronun- 
ciation. The senator diplomatically said 
that Mr. Allen undoubtedly knew that 
the word should be pronounced with the 
long sound of “i.” but had probably 
used the short sound in order to save 
the time of the senate. As Allen was 
champion long-distance talker and 
at one time had held the floor of the 
senate for fourteen consecutive hours, 
the subtle satire of Mr. Hoar was duly 
appreciated. 

Outside the senate chamber Mr. Hoar’s 
humor is as catching and as spontaneous 
as in it.

He neither loved nor respected his wife, 
but he tried to act kindly by her. The 
marriage had no root in nature. His at- 
tempt to right his wrong by marriage 
was a brave act, but it had an evil in- 
fluefice upon him, and he steadily fell 
from circle to circle to his dishonored last 
sick bed. Nevertheless, Stevenson holds 
that he shines out tenfold more nobly in 
the fallure of his frantic effort to do 
right than if he had turned on his heel 
and bade the luckless woman who had 
once spurned him to shift for herself. He 
had played Don Juan until he had been 
landed In an undesired and undesirable 
union for life. He eould neither refrain 
from evil nor persevere in it. A thorough- 
paced Don Juan would have got along, 
but while Rurns had cast the finest flower 
of his fresh young heart into the flesh- 
pots of Egypt. yet he was always a man 
whose conscience was never still. He 
was so deep and strong in his under- 
standing and naturally so honest in intel- 
lect that he always saw his own sins and 
denounced them in both sorrow and an- 
ger. A deep nature with a pathetic side 
as well as a philosophic, it will be noted 
that while In his poems he not seldom 
laughs at extravagant conviviality, he al- 
ways speaks with a shudder of the cardi- 
nal sin of his career, the sin which burn- 
ed out prematurely the light of his pro- 
ductive poetic genius, the sin which 
Stevenson calls his lifelong “Don suan- 
ism.’ Of this, Burns in substance says 
in one of his poems that it hardens the 
heart and freezes all the feelings. Burns 
died of insupportable discontent with a 
loveless, luckless marriage, the retribu- 
tion of his filthy vice of ‘Don Juanism.”’—

The humor and pathos 
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John Anderson, Jr., of New York, has 
issued a catalogue of the collection of 
manuscript books and autographs from 
the library of John Greenleaf Whittier, 
which for some time has been in prepa- 
ration. The sale will take place Friday 
evening, February 6, and will undoubted- 
ly be one of the most important auctions 
of the season. It has been brought about 
by Samuel T. Pickard, the poet's biog- 
rapher and executor, and its sole purpose 
is the procuring of necessary funds for 
the care and permanent maintenance of 
the old Whittier homestead. 

A remarkable portrait of Count Leo 
Tolstoi has been sent to the Warsaw 
journal Dnewnik. It Is composed of tiny 
letters forming words, quite legible, 
taken from the famous Russian author's 
‘“‘Kreuzer Sonata."" Thirteen chapters 
have thus been incorporated, and the re- 
sult is stated to be an excellent likeness 
of Tolstol. 

Goldsmith’s house in London, 6 Wine 
Office court, Fleet street, where he dwelt 
from 1761 to 1764, has lately been braced 
up by wooden crutches in order to pre- 
vent its falling down in company with 
the house next door, but preparatory to 
its own demolishment. It was here that 
Goldsmith lived with a relative of John 
Newberry, his publisher. The arrange- 
ment was that Newberry’s man should 
continually urge the not over diligent 
author to produce copy, and the device 
was more or less successful... Here @eld- 
smith was visited by Dr. Johnson, who 
is said to have dressed with immaculate 
neatness on these occasions in order to 
set an example to his careless friend— 
truly an amusing picture of the untidy 
Old moralist.- In this house Goldsmith 
wrote “The Traveler,”’ and _ probably 
finished “The Vicar of Wakefield.”’ 

The last work done by the late Julian 
Ralph’ was for Harper’s Magazine, and 
has not yet been published. It consists 
of a number of articles on American 
subjects, undertaken for that magazine 
and to be printed during the present 
year. The first of these articles, entitled 
“The American Tyrol,” will appear in 
the March number of the magazine. An- 
other paper, to appear later, describes a 
trip made by the author through parts 
of New England in company with a tin 
peddler. Mr. Ralph had but recently re- 
turned from trip to Kentucky, made 
for the preparation of an animated de- 
scription of those lonely, remote ‘‘cabin’’ 
Kentuckians who seem to live quite 
apart from civilization. This will be ii- 
lustrated by Lester Ralph, son of the 
author. 

In the February number of the Critic, 
Mary Adams, the still unidentified author 
of the “Wonfessions of a Wife,” advises 
novelists not to read reviews of their 
Own books. ‘Suppose we say outright, 
and are content to abide by the saying: 
Do not read your reviewers if you wish to 
keep your pen strong, your temper 
Sweet, your ¢gourage high. or your hu- 
mifity low. Let them alone. Rarely can 
they help you; often will they harm. 
Your book is your own, and the fault or 
You may make a worse 
or a better next time; but. for better or 
worse, make it in freedom of soul, in 
peace of mind, in strength of heart, in 
ignorance of venom, in remoteness from 
praise.”’ 

Rudyard Kipling has arrived in Cape 
Town, South Africa, where he will live 
for the remainder of the winter. Mr. 
Kipling is making himself as well ac- 
quainted with South Africa as he is with 
India, 

Mr. Jack London, the author of the 
“Children of, the Frost,”’ is an ardent 
student of sociology and has lately been 
spending some time in the east end of 
London, busy in observing life there. Fle 
dressed as an American sailér looking for 
employment and carried little or no 
money. Just now he is living in a bunga- 
low near San Francisco with an outlook 
over the Golden Gate. 


Mr. Harrison places his finger on the 
radical defects of Ruskin as a teacher 
when he says: “‘As in theology, so in 
history; as in art, so in economics, Rus- 
kin was perpetually constructing a prior! 
out of his own head new schemes and 
theories without any serious or systemat- 
ic knowledge of theology or history or 
economics, or even art.” He was a man 
of rare genius, a man of a “palpitating 
imagination,’ a man of delicate moral 
sensitiveness, of acute human sympathy 
and vision. The conclusion of Mr. Harri- 
son is that ‘all that genius and insight 
could do in that systematic learning or 
patient reasoning, that John Ruskin did,”’ 

When Frank Norris died he was called 
a “potential”. genius. “‘The Pit’’ shows 
that he was a genius, undisciplined, but 
on the way to do great work of an endur- 
ing kind. Many writers. outlive’ their 
fame. Frank Norris died too soon. His 
death is a distinct loss to American liter- 
ature. 

Apropos of additional letters of Jane 
Welsh Carlyle, which are soon to be pub- 
lished, a writer for The London Daily 
News gives the following sensible caution: 

“A considerable part of the misconcep- 
tions that seem to have arisen about 
Carlyle’s treatment of his wife, however, 
are due to a forgetfulness of the extent 
to which the literary or mythopoetc fac- 
ulty was developed in both of them. 
Carlyle had to warn his family that he 
was not always being killed when he 
shrieked murder; and Mrs. Carlyle's let- 
ters have the same. heightened and telling 
way of putting things. They are very 
entertaining to read; but it needs some 
critical power and knowledge of life to de 
duc@ the real- relations of two persons 
who wrote with so much fluency and 
brilliance.”

“Kipling Is still a young man, and he is 
already the laureate of Greater Britain. 
He has done more than English arms to 
annex India to England. He, has local- 
ized and focalized for the Angla-Saxon 
race the provinces and people of India. 

‘He is the voice of British, imperialism, 
and he is a dynamic force in the public 
affairs of the empire. His words have 
passed with a great power over England, 
fanning the drooping flame of her pa- 
triotism, quickening her faith in her soar- 
ing destiny. 

‘He is the poet of energy, the laureate 
of action. In his verse all things are 
alive as with the old Homeric stir; all 
things a're quick with a sense of the un- 
tirable endeavor, the imperishable pas- 
sion of the Anglo-Saxon race. 

“No other literary man ever pressed s0 
close to the heated center of the flying 
hour. He rejoices in the hot arena where 
men love and lust, where they fight and 
die. This earth-life, and this trembling 
hour of it, is the thing that takes his 
heart. He is the poet of the Here and 
Now. 

“He writes not of men in high places, 
not of men in sheltered ease, but rather 
of the millions who are digging the 
ditches, building the bridges, laying the 
roads, steering the ships, fighting the bat- 
tles in the daring path of empire 

‘‘Kipling’s vision is essentially objective 
and concrete. His mind is unique in its 
quickness to take impressions, to make 
assimilations. He absorbs the technicali- 
ties of professions, the secrets of experts, 
the wisdom of adepts, the cant of hypo- 
crites, the instincts of animals. Through 
his ringing lines we hear the jingle of 
coins on the dicer’s table, the rhythmic 
minuet of the pistons, the hiss and innu- 
endo of the bullets, the awful hoofbeat of 
the flying squadron, the march and me- 
nace of the,ships of England. 

“The motifs of his ditties and ballads 
are often slight, trivial, vulgar; but his 
wonderful power as a story teller—his Ir- 
resistible attack, his instant spring, his 
dramatic grip; the Hlt and swing of the 
rhythm, the touch-an@g-go of the telling— 
all these carry the reader as the shallop 
is carried by wind and billow.. 

‘Kipling seizes upon the elemental, the 
primitive, the significant, and gives us 
men with marrow in their bones. He has 
Browning's art of looking at men and 
things from the individual. angle. Vague 
generalities, cloudy abstractions, he re- 
jects them with a shrug of the shoulder. 
He has, also, a measure of the Shake- 
spearean instinct that sends out delicate 
spiritual tentacles in all directions, feel- 
ing into life in all its levels and layers, 
all its heights and hollows. 

“Kipling’s style is crisp with nervous 
énergy, keen as a swung blade. He has 
what every literary artist must have—a 
fine feeling for the unique word, the tell- | 
ing phrase. If he cannot find the word 
he wants, he coins one, and it is usually 
a word so needful that it Jumps into com- 
mon speech and will end in the repute of 
the lexicon. ‘Straight-flung words and | 
few’ are in his arsenal. Wrong, sham, | 
cant. custom—he spears them all with 
equal zest. His chief literary fault is the 
overlaying of local color, the tedious use 
of technical terms and coarse, dialect. 

“The ‘Recessioral’ is a high-keyéd poem 
which touches the Puritan nerve of the 
descendants of Cromwell. ‘Gunga Din,’ 
rude and coarse as it is, extends the fron- 
tiers of human sympathy; and so tender 
is the humanity of this ballad that it 
stands a near neighbor to the beatitudes. 
In ‘Tomlinson’ and “The Last Chantéy,’ 
Kipling disturbs our crude@ traditional 
conceptions of heaven.

EXPERIENCE AS TO GHOSTS

one of Mrs. Bryan’s “‘Timély Talks” in 
the Hallowe'en number of the House- 
hold, in which she told of the wide dif- 
ference between the ghost of the the- 
ophosist—a mere shell or shade—and the 
sentient and _ sensitive ghost—materiai- 
ization of tae spiritualist folk.

I determined to try to forestall him of 
this much of his lunch, so slipping out of 
the trundle bed on the opposite side, I 
crept to the door, found a brick that was 
just outside it, and creeping back, I aim- 
ed it at the black beast and threw it with 
all my might. It struck him full, there 
was a crash—of an over-turned chair— 
and an outcry.

HE news of the shooting of 
Hotchkiss spread like 
wildfire, and startled the 
community, giving rise to 
various emotions.

They will probably be tried before a 
military court, but if there is a spark 
of justice in such a tribunal, our young 
men will shortly be restored to us. We 
all know that these lads never dreamed 
of assassination, and this is what the 
killing of this unfortunate man amounts 
to. We have met here today, not to 
discuss measures of vengeance and re- 
taliation, but to consult together as to 
the best means of securing evidence of 
the innocence of the young men. Speak- 
ing for myself, I think {t would be 


well to place the whole matter in the | 


hands of Mr. Sanders, leaving him to act 
as he thinks best.”’ '

This total has only been surpassed once 
in the history of art sales in New York, 
and only four times in the history of the 
art sales of the world.

J. Morgan sale in this city, March 4-16, 
had a total of $1,207,299.

Almost aH of the twenty-two native 
rulers are immensely rich. Indeed, if it 
can be said that any. human’ eing. can 
have without stint Whatever .he desires:

ef the 33,000,000 people who @gwell in the 
Dutch East Indies. 

There is only one exception to*the lst 
of what they may have. That one exctp- 
tion is freedom. The Javanese ruler is a 
precious bird in a golden cage. To do 
him honor, a squadron: of square-shoul- 
dered Dutch cavalry never fails to-escort 
him when he goes out. 

To make sure that he shall not incur 
illness or fatigue by going out too often, 
the elder brother has so arranged it in 
each residency that his royal highness 
shall never venture from his golden pal- 
ace until that good ,elder brother shall 
have considered the wisdom of it 
Neither may his royal highness be an- 
noyed by improper persons. The elder 
brother takes care Of that, too, by scan- 
ning the names of intending visitors be- 
fore permitting them to call,

It is Raden Adipath Sosrodin- 
ingrat. He is the husband of the sister of 
the soesoehoenan, the ‘‘emperor’’ of Sura- 
Karta, and occupies a position in that 
grand court that is similar to the post of 
premier or imperial chancellor in Euro- 
pean. courts. 

The importance of. his office can be 
realized more clearly. when it is under- 
stood that the rule of the native chiefs is 
direct. They govern the people’ under 
native laws ard the Dutch hide behind 
them, so that, although they puil the 
strings of gdvernment, the Europeans, 
as well as the natives, are judegd ati 
ruled by the prini es. 

As it Is the policy’ of the Duteh, in addi- 
tion to this, to congijlate the native popu- 
lation by making: it feel that its inter- 
the. ten- 
is always to give the native the 
best of it in disputes between natives 
and white men. Consequently, the char- 
of the imperial chancellor at.
